THOUSANDS of Harlow house¬ 
holds watching television through 
the town’s piped network will have 
to fork out hundreds of pounds to 
upgrade their viewing equipment 
when the service is switched off 
later this year. 

Up to 26,000 homes currently have 
access to the free cable service run by 
Virgin Media which replaced the former 
master antenna cable television network 
installed in the 1970s. 

Harlow Council had hoped to secure a 
deal with the media giant to continue to 
providing free-to-air channels post-digital 
switchover, originally claiming the prov¬ 
ider was legally bound to do so according 
to the terms of its contract. 

But following lengthy nego¬ 
tiations, Virgin has only agreed to 
extend the service for an 
extra eight months - mean¬ 
ing viewers have until December 
31 to either install an aerial 
and set-top box to 
receive the Freeview sig¬ 
nal or sign up to a paid- 
for subscription service. 

However, in a move 
that will benefit vulnerable

residents and those living in sheltered 
accommodation and council-owned tower 
blocks, the authority yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) unveiled plans to set aside £650,000 to 
help mitigate the costs of the switchover. 

The cash will be used to install commu¬ 
nal aerials on Harlow’s 14 residential tower 
blocks and provide digital connections for 
the Freeview service in its sheltered hous¬ 
ing schemes. 

A fund will also be set up to subsidise 
the cost of aerials for other “vulnerable” 
residents not eligible for support through 
the Government-backed BBC 
Help Scheme, the details of which 
have yet to be finalised by the 
authority. 

Council leader Andrew John¬ 
son told the Star: “The date for 
digital switchover is 
nearly here so we 
are pleased to be 
able to give resi¬ 
dents some breath¬ 
ing space as they 
decide which digital TV plat¬ 
form to go for.

“The reality is that nobody is going to be 
confronted with a blank TV screen next 
month. Instead, the council will work with 
Digital UK to ensure that householders 
know what the alternatives are. 

“Our most vulnerable residents will get 
a connection to digital TV for free and, 
over the next few weeks, we will look to 
see if we can extend the offer of a free aer¬ 
ial to other analogue TV households.” 

Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
added: “This has long been an issue of 
concern for residents so I’m glad we are 
now in a position to tell them what they 
need to do to make the switch to digi¬ 
tal television. 

“This deal means there is extra 
time for people to make their choice 
about digital TV and understand the 
issues. Nobody is being rushed 
into choosing a provider.”

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Hosepipe ban on 
the way in bid to 
reduce water use 

HARLOW could be hit by a hosepipe 
ban next month as the region braces 
itself for a parched spring. 

Local supplier Veolia Water has joined 
six other companies in applying for 
restrictions on domestic water use as 
lower than average rainfall threatens to 
cause droughts across the south east. 

If a temporary ban is approved by the 
Government, the domestic use of 
hosepipes and water sprinklers would 
be forbideen and residents barred from 
filling paddling pools or ponds. 

Anyone found breaching the terms of 
the order, which is likely to come into 
force on April 5, could face prosecution 
and a fine of up to £1,000. 

Veolia’s water resources manager Mike 
Pocock said: “We have had less than 60 
per cent of average rainfall this autumn 
and winter, which has been 
compounded by low rainfall in the 
previous year. 

“Little of this rainfall has made its way 
through the soil and into the natural 
underground reservoir, which is where 
we take the majority of our water. 

“By putting restrictions in place we aim 
to emphasise the situation and appeal to 
our customers to work with us to reduce 
their water use. If we all make small 
changes to reduce our water use, it can 
make a big difference.”

WORRIED residents have voiced von- 
cerns over what they are decribing as an 
“explosion” in the rat population in a 
patch of woodland near their homes. 

According to people living near Oak Wood 
at Little Pamdon, huge numbers of the rodents 
have been seen in the area. 

Resident Marlene Brooks, of Fold Croft, 
said: “I have lived here over 50 years and I 
have never seen so many rats there. They run 
across the paths in broad daylight and nestle 
in the bushes near The Shark pub.” 

Marlene, who raised her concerns about the 
rat infestation on a Facebook group, has 
received more than 80 responses about the 
problem so far. 

“I am particularly concerned as I wheel my 
little granddaughter through there in her 
pushchair and she is only inches away from the 
rats if they run out,” she added. 

Writing on the Facebook feed, Caz Carter 
said she had counted 12 rats in the woods dur¬ 
ing a recent visit. 

“I was shocked to see them during the day,” 
she wrote. “Yes, they are in the wild but even 
that needs to be controlled to some degree. 
Perhaps if people stopped dumping food it may 
help.” 

Parents of children using a woodland path to 
get to Little Parndon School have also express¬ 
ed their concerns to headteacher Emma 


“Although we do not have any rats on the 
school premises we obviously share the con¬ 
cerns of our parents and the local community 
and want to ensure the issue is addressed as 
soon as possible,” she said. 

“The council assured me that someone 
would be investigating the matter and laying 
down traps as necessary.” 

A council spokesman confirmed that a pest 
control officer had visited the woods to investi¬ 
gate the cause of the problem and had already 
taken measures to control the rat population 
Tony Hall, the council’s portfolio holder for 
environment, said: “The pest control officer has 
visited the area and started a baiting pro¬ 
gramme carefully designed to control rats with¬ 
out putting pets and wildlife at risk. 

“While the treatment takes place we will

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Jobs at risk as council agrees £ 82 m 'dean and green' deal 


COUNCIL chiefs have unveiled a pack¬ 
age of measures to keep the town “clean 
and green” after extending its partner¬ 
ship deal with works contractor Kier. 

A total of £670,000 will be pumped 
into hedge-trimming, ward improve¬ 
ments, rubbish removal, weed spraying 
and the conversion of all bins across the 
town into dual-purpose receptacles for 
general rubbish and dog waste. 

A permanent team will also be set up 
to tackle the town’s litter hotspots, while 
an extra winter works programme to 
manage shrub beds and brambles is set 
to be launched in the autumn. 


Cabinet members revealed the plans 
at a specially-convened meeting on 
Monday night after approving a three- 
year contract extension for Kier Harlow 
Ltd - the joint venture company it set up 
with Kier Services Ltd back in 2007 - 
worth £82.6m. 

The deal shaves 5.1 per cent off the 
original anticipated lifetime cost of the 
contract and is expected to save the 
authority £4.4m over the next five years, 
although it is believed that up to 24 
workers now face redundancy. 

Despite the job losses, the council’s 
portfolio holder for resources Simon 


Carter said the partnership represented 
“great value for money”. 

“Harlow people rightfully expect us 
to make their money work hard and we 
think they’ll be pleased with a deal that 
delivers more for less,” he said. 

“This is a deal that saves them more 
than £4m while delivering substantial 
new investment where they want it. 

“Residents tell us that clean streets 
and open spaces are a top priority for 
them, so innovations like the new envi¬ 
ronment team will tackle problems as 
they arise.” 

He added: “Harlow was planned and 


built with greenery at its heart, and the 
contract extension will also protect and 
enhance that.” 

But Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson described the £670,000 inve¬ 
stment as a “sham”. 

“All the Tory administration are doing 
is restarting some of the projects like 
hedge-trimming and bramble clearing it 
pulled the plug on a couple of years 
ago,” he told the Star. “Meanwhile, 24 
members of Kier Harlow’s staff are 
being laid off. 

“I fail to see how cutting jobs will 
result in an improved service.” 


New operators ready 
to take over services 


UPDATED plans on how five of 
Harlow Council’s discretionary serv¬ 
ices will operate when they are hand¬ 
ed over to new operators at the start 
of next month have been unveiled by 
the authority. 

As part of the council’s cost-cutting Big 
Society initiative, Harlow Museum, Parndon 
Wood Nature Reserve, the arts service and 
the events service will be transferred to their 
new voluntary sector operators from April 1. 

But according to the proposals scrutinised 
by members of the council’s select commit¬ 
tee on Monday, Pets’ Corner will remain 
under the authority’s control at least until 
September while plans for its long-term 
future are finalised with the Harlow 
Education Consortium. 

The handover of the services is expected 
to save the authority more than £400,000, 
with new operators receiving one-off contri-

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butions from a £lm pot set aside by the 
council to support service delivery over the 
next three years. 

It will then be up to each provider to 
implement a sustainable business plan to 
safeguard the long-term future of the servic¬ 
es, much of which will depend on the avail¬ 
ability of external grant funding. 

Joel Charles, the council’s portfolio hold¬ 
er for community and citizenship, described 
the fine-tuned plans as "very exciting". 

“As the handover for discretionary servic¬ 
es approaches we are seeing some very 
exciting detail in the business plans of our 
new providers,” he told the Star. 

“In the case of the museum, we are keep¬ 
ing a continued archive service at Mark Hall 
and a community trust will run the building 


and gardens offering public access. 

“Residents can also look forward to the 
grand opening of the new Harlow Museum 
service next month in the Science Alive cen¬ 
tre at Leisurezone. 

“For users of the arts and events services 
and Parndon Wood, they won’t notice any 
change when these services transfer - it will 
be business as usual. Pets’ Corner will also 
operate as normal while we continue to work 
with Harlow Education Consortium with the 
aim of a September transfer.” 

He added: “Above all, the good news for 
Harlow residents is that these popular serv¬ 
ices, together with The Playhouse and pad¬ 
dling pools, will keep running despite the 
massive financial pressures faced by the 
council. 

“We have set out a long term plan for the 
town's community services which means 
future generations will be able to enjoy them 
for years to come.”

Fuel duty has been cut

raising the high cost of petrol and diesel in 
his letter to the Star last week. 

As I have said frequently to the Government 
and in Parliament, the average Harlow 
motorist is paying a tenth of their income just 
to fill up the family car.

As a result, not only did the Government cut 
fuel duty in the last budget but it also stopped 
the planned 4p per litre rise this January. 

Even with petrol prices having gone up, fuel 
duty is now a full lOp per litre cheaper than 
the last Labour government planned it to be. 
This has saved most Harlow families £144 
this year. 

Finally, I have urged the Office of Fair 
Trading to launch an inquiry into the 
behaviour of big oil companies. Petrol prices 
in Harlow are far too high and large oil firms 
bear their fair share of responsibility.

MP calls for travel 
card extension 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
has launched a campaign call¬ 
ing on the Government to 
extend the Oyster travel card 
network to the town. 

The Tory backbencher claims it is 
“only fair” that passengers travelling 
between Harlow and the capital are 
given the option of using the smart- 
card system, which offers users lower 
fares and the convenience of ticket¬ 
less travel. 

His call for the ‘Oysterisation’ of 
Harlow-bound services comes after 
new train operator Greater Anglia, 
which took over the rail franchise 
from National Express earlier this

year, unveiled Government-backed 
plans to introduce the scheme at 
Hertford East station. 

“It is only fair that commuters and 
passengers living in Harlow are 
offered the same benefits as those liv¬ 
ing just down the road in Hertford,” 
he said. 

“The Oysterisation of services 
between Harlow and London would 
make travel more convenient for tens 
of thousands of commuters living in 
the town and potentially give them 
access to cheaper fares.” 


Mr Halfon has raised the issue in - 
the House of Commons during a 
debate in which Transport Secretary 
Justine Greening said £45m of 
Government funding had already 
been set aside to extend the smart- 
card scheme further into the south 
east. 

Mr Halfon added: “I was encour¬ 
aged by her response and I will be 
meeting with her in the near future to 
see what can be done to secure the 
necessary funding to introduce the 
Oyster scheme to Harlow as soon as 
possible.” 

A spokesman for Greater Anglia 
said that although the firm currently 
had no plans to introduce Oyster at 


Harlow, it would be happy to meet Mr 
Halfon to discuss the possibility of 
extending the scheme in the future. 

“As part of our existing franchise 
we are planning to extend Oyster 
PAYG to include Hertford East on the 
West Anglia route and to Shenfield on 
the GE mainline route,” he said. 

“There are no current plans to 
extend further. However, we will be 
pleased to discuss with Mr Halfon 
future aspirations for development of 
smartcard ticketing.”

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Hospital missing 
A&E target times 


PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital is reg¬ 
ularly failing to hit Government-set 
targets for A&E treatment times, 
according to figures published by the 
Department of Health. 

The statistics, which are updated weekly, 
show the Harlow hospital is falling short of the 
national benchmark of treating at least 95 per 
cent of emergency patients within four hours. 

Of the 1,641 patients attending A&E in the 
week ending March 4 - the latest data available 
- only 82.4 per cent were seen within the set 
timeframe, while 288 people were forced to 
wait longer. 

A trawl of the Department of Health’s data 
archives shows the hospital last hit the target 
more than four months ago in the week ending 
October 23, with the rate dropping to as low as

66.2 per cent in the first week of January. 

But a PAH spokesman blamed the trust’s 
below-par performance on a treacherous win¬ 
ter and claimed patients were already starting 
to see “significant improvements” in waiting 
times as spring approaches.

Disgraced peer set 
for return to Lords 


THE former leader 
of Essex County 
Council jailed for 
falsely claiming 
almost £14,000 in 
expenses will return 
to the House of 
Lords next month. 
Lord Hanningfield 
(71) was jailed for 
nine months after 
being found guilty 
of expenses fraud 
last July. He was 
released on licence 
in September. 

He was suspended 
from the House of 
Lords when a 
separate inquiry 
found he had 
wrongly claimed 
£30,254. However, 
he will be allowed 
to take up his seat 
again following the 
Easter recess after 
repaying the money. 



Lord Hanningfield 
was also forced to 
resign as shadow 
business spokesman 
in the Upper House 
and had the 
Conservative whip 
withdrawn when he 
was charged. 

He is currently the 
subject of a police 
investigation into 
alleged fraud 
relating to his 
county council 
expenses. 


waiting and remain committed to achieving the 
target.” 

PAH’s performance has been criticised by 
Harlow Labour Party, with prospective Parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Suzy Stride claiming the 
problem would intensify if the Government’s 
Health & Social Care Reform Bill was passed. 

“Labour set targets of 98 per cent for ‘blue 
light’ emergencies to be treated within four 
hours so that people could feel confident that 
they would be treated quickly,” she said. “Now 
the target is 95 per cent and not only is PAH 
not meeting that, it is near the bottom of the 
league table for this measure. 

“As these figures show, Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon is out of touch when he claims there are 
lower waiting times and just wrong when he 
claims the Government’s reckless reorganisa¬ 
tion will result in less bureaucracy. 

”He is playing politics with the wishes of 
doctors, nurses and patients in a drive to priva¬ 
tise the NHS.” 

But Mr Halfon hit back, claiming the 
planned restructure of the NHS would enable 
the trust to pump more money into improving 
its A&E service. 

“The facts about waiting times at PAH are 
that more than 93 per cent of Harlow patients 
have been seen faster than four hours this 
year,” he told the Star. “I accept there have 
been a few problem days when a lot of flu was 
going round, but the trust is taking action. 

“They have stepped up their urgent care cen¬ 
tre and are also doing much more through GP 
surgeries and pharmacies. 

“This Government’s NHS reforms and extra 
investment have brought in an extra £24m into 
our local health service. This is money that can 
be spent improving our A&E service, invest¬ 
ment that was opposed by Labour.” 


MY VIEW FROM WESTMINSTER 



A S regular readers of the Star 
will know, I have campaigned 
for a number of years for Harlow 
housing for Harlow people and 
Harlow housing money for Harlow 
people. 

I am glad to say the Government 
has listened and local people will 
now be given priority on the 
waiting lists over those from 
outside. 

Moreover, the law has been changed 
so that social housing money raised 
in Harlow will be spent in our town. 
In practice, this means that £13m+ 
Harlow Council raises in rents will 
be spent in our community, rather 
than sent to Scotland and the 
North, as happened under Gordon 
Brown. 

Secondly, the Government will 
make it radically easier for tenants 
to own their own home. From this 
year, council tenants will be able to 
buy their homes and get up to 
£75,000 off the market price. 

The current Right to Buy discount 
will be trebled across the UK and 
the price of homes will be slashed 
by as much as half after five years' 
tenancy. The aim is to reverse 
years of declining discounts under 
Labour. 

All the cash raised from people 
purchasing their homes will be 
spent building new social houses 
for Harlow so we won't go back to 
the bad old days of housing 
shortages. 

This makes Harlow housing money 
for Harlow people a reality. 


The Government is also going to 
bring in laws to pay tenants up to 
£500 a year if they fix minor faults 
such as leaky taps. Residents will 
get reimbursed for costs such as 
tools and paint and could be 
sponsored through basic DIY 
courses. 

Rather than having to wait for 
landlords to act, tenants will be 
allowed to solve problems in their 
homes - and get paid for it. 
Moreover, social tenants now have 
the legal right for the first time to 
start a business in their own home. 


R EADERS will know from last 
week that I had a meeting with 
train company Abellio who promised 
there will be no cuts in train 
services. 

I have been stepping up the 
pressure on the Government to 
extend the Oyster card system that 
is used on the London Underground 
to Harlow. This would make life 
easier for commuters as Oyster 
tickets are much cheaper than 
traditional paper tickets. 

The Minister for Transport has 
agreed to meet with me to see if 
some of the £45m extra investment 
in the Eastern Region can be put 
towards this scheme. 

I hope to work very closely with the 
Star in the weeks ahead to make 
the case for much more train 
investment in Harlow. If you have 
ideas for improvements, please 
email me at halfon4harlow(§> 
roberthalfon.com.

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Old boat to sail again 


A REPLICA of the world's 
oldest sea-going boat is to set 
sail once again - 3,500 years 
after it last crossed the 
English Channel. 

Experts working on the Boat 
1550 BC project plan to 
construct a half-size copy of 
the Bronze Age boat which 
had lain buried deep under the 
coastal town of Dover for 
3,500 years until it was 
uncovered in 1992 during the 
construction of an underpass. 
The oak-built vessel - pictured 
on display in Dover Museum - 
would have sailed across the 
English Channel at a time 
when Stonehenge was still in 
use and before Tutankhamun 
became ruler of Egypt. 
Boat-builders working on the 
ambitious project will use 



ancient techniques and 
Bronze Age tools. They hope 
to complete the replica in two- 
and-a-half years' time. 


When finished it will form part 
of a touring exhibition, sailing 
to France and Belgium before 
heading back to the UK to 


mark the 20th anniversary of 
the original boat's discovery. 
Peter Clark, deputy director of 
the Canterbury Archaeological 
Trust, told reporters he hoped 
the project would shed new 
light on how our ancestors 
were able to build seaworthy 
vessels. 

"I have been working towards 
this moment for more than 10 
years; it's very exciting," he 
said. 

"We can only speculate about 
how often people crossed the 
channel and how close were 
the ties, but one thing is 
certain - this project will bring 
the modern communities in 
northern France, Belgium and 
England just that little bit 
closer together."

Parade march on with 
release of debut album

IN an era where online hype and reality TV 
can create megastars overnight, there’s 
enormous pressure for budding young artists 
to reach out and grab the limelight with both 
hands. 

But despite generating significant buzz when they 
were snapped up by Parlophone in 2010, Harlow 
five-piece Morning Parade have quietly and very 
deliberately shunned the instant fame option. 

Instead, the electro-rockers who’ve played several 
times at The Square have built up a loyal fanbase 
the hard way - by getting out there and gigging 
like crazy. 

They now have scores of shows across Europe 
under their belt, including a sold-out homecoming 
date at London’s Scala last autumn, and have even 
opened concerts for world-conquering labelmates 
Coldplay. 

And following their 12-month touring frenzy, 
which also saw them support the likes of The 
Kooks, Biffy Clyro and 30 Seconds To Mars, the 
boys have finally released their self-titled full-length 
debut.

The current market is as near a 
normal market as experienced estate 
agents have known for years in terms 
of the balance between properties 
available for sale and registered buyers.

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BMW hybrid offers best of both

S PARE a thought for those 
who aren’t and probably 
never will be a fan of diesel. 
It's hardly the most delightful of 
substances to handle, and service 
stations without disposable gloves 
on hand ought to be closed down. 
Trouble is, diesel engines have seen 
huge advances over the past decade 
and with manufacturers pouring 
millions into developing cleaner, 
faster and more refined powerplants 
they make an awful lot of sense. 
BMW has been at the forefront of 
this trend, too. Only a few weeks ago 
it announced a fiendishly-clever 
triple-turbo high performance diesel 
but it has an arguably unequalled 
reputation for superb petrol engines 
and now it’s trying to combine this 
know-how with some electric boost. 
The Active Hybrid 5 is the firm’s 
first hybrid offering to reach the UK 
and just looking at the vital statistics 
it has an awful lot to offer. Behind 
the familiar 5-Series nose there is the 
3.0-litre twin-turbocharged 302bhp 
petrol unit already used elsewhere in 
the BMW range and in particular the 
535i - the car to which BMW says 
the Hybrid 5 is an alternative. 

In the Hybrid 5, however, there is 
52bhp electric motor added to the 
mix and with both motors pulling at 
the same time there is 335bhp and 
3321b.ft of torque, all channelled to 



the rear wheels only through an 
eight-speed automatic gearbox. 

No question then that it is still a 
sporting saloon; 0-62mph takes only 
5.9 seconds and it is fast enough that 
the 155mph electronic limiter is 
required. 

Yet the eco numbers are remarkably 
good, too. The combined fuel 
consumption of 44.1mpg is just a 
whisker behind a manual 535 diesel, 
as is the 149g/km CO 2 emissions 
figure. 

Yet from the driver’s seat there is 
almost nothing to tell you you’re in a 
petrol hybrid. The comprehensive 
standard specification includes the 
highest grade satellite navigation, 
which in a clever combination of 
technology adjusts the drivetrain to 


suit forthcoming road conditions for 
maximum efficiency. There’s four- 
zone climate and high-gloss wood 
trim. too. So far, so typically 
excellent 5-Series. 

But when you fire it up there’s 
complete silence and if you tread 
gently on the accelerator it pulls away 
entirely under battery power. From 
start, the Hybrid 5 can manage 2.4 
miles before it has to switch onto 
petrol power but with the charge 
flowing in and out you find yourself 
switching into pure electric mode far 
more often than the mileage would 
suggest. 

It also runs up to 37mph in electric 
mode but better still is the way in 
which the engine shuts off completely 
on the overrun. 


As with many recent BMWs the 
Hybrid 5 has driver-selectable modes 
including Sport, Comfort and most 
crucially EcoPro. In this mode 
everything is geared towards 
efficiency, including the air 
conditioning, throttle response and 
gearshift selection. 

It also increases the speed at which 
the engine falls dormant; even at 
1 OOmph, back off the accelerator 
completely and the Hybrid 5 will shut 
down and feed energy back into the 
battery. 

It achieves the key goal for a hybrid 
in that it adds something to the 
driving experience but without asking 
anything more from the driver. Better 
yet, it doesn’t harm its credentials as 
a sporting saloon. Even in EcoPro or 


Comfort modes the Hybrid 5 gets 
along smartly if you use a little bit of 
acceleration, and the eight-speed 
automatic breezes between shifts. 
Turn up the wick at little and it still 
feels just as sharp. Hit the button 
again and in Sport or Sport+ mode 
the Hybrid 5 feels just as sharp and 
responsive as any other 5-Series. 
BMW’s philosophy of good weight 
distribution has been maintained 
despite the addition of weighty 
batteries in the boot area. Admittedly 
the test car was on regular rubber 
rather than the standard low rolling 
resistance tyres, but the inherent 
‘rightness’ of the basic set up is 
impossible to miss. 

And when you decide to forgo the 
economy driving the Hybrid 5 has a 
mighty turn of speed. You can shift 
manually with the wheel-mounted 
paddles and forget the car you’re 
driving is remotely green. And this 
being a petrol it revs with genuine 
keenness, responds sharply to throttle 
inputs and with all that power and 
torque, blast along with real vigour. 
The real gem, though, is that the 
Hybrid 5 makes a financial case for 
itself. At a shade over £46,000 it gets 
pretty close to its in-house rivals, but 
what the Hybrid 5 does that nothing 
else can is match petrol power with 
performance, economy and low 
emissions all together. 

That you can get all this in a car 
which is excellent to start with is the 
best news of all.

GB runner's fears after fall in heat at World Champs 



HARLOW athlete 
Andrew Osagie feared 
he had not even made 
the 800m semi-final 
after an anxious wait to 
see if he had qualified 
from his heat on Friday 
at the World Indoor 
Championships in 
Turkey. 

After clocking 1 minute 
49.73 seconds, he was 
third but eventually 
made it through as the 
fastest third-placed 
runner from the heats. 
Osagie (24), who is 
coached by former GB 
athlete Craig Winrow, 
then knew he had to 
improve dramatically in 
order to make the final. 
Anxious Osagie said 
after his heat: “I got a 
slight knock in the last 
few metres when I was 
trying to squeeze 
second or first [in the 
heat]. Hopefully it’s 
quick enough to get 
through but it’s 
frustrating not to have 
qualified 
automatically.” 

He then produced a 
tactically-sublime semi¬ 


final run on Saturday to 
qualify in second place. 
The Harlow Athletic 
Club member, who on 
paper was ranked 


slower than most of his 
opponents, crossed the 
line in second to 
Ethiopian Mohammed 
Aman in 1:48.13 to 


book his place in 
Sunday’s final. 

“I knew I had to give it 
my all. No point in 
saving it for the final if 


you’re not in it. I 
probably could have 
won it, but I was too 
busy making sure I got 
second,” he said 


straight after this race. 
“I’m so happy to be 
through to my first 
World senior final.” 
Osagie has been dogged 
by injury over the last 
couple of years and has 
even picked up knocks 
this season, but hopes 
that is all behind him 
now. 

“My preparation hasn’t 
been ideal but it never 
is. 

“I’ve had all sorts of 
injury troubles but 
that’s always the case, 
I’d be worried if I was 
completely injury free 
all winter.” 

Osagie only reached the 
semi-final two years ago 
when he competed at 
the last World Indoor 
Championships in 
Qatar, which was still a 
huge achievement for 
the then 22-year-old. 

He was fourth in the 
European Indoor 
Championships a year 
ago, but Sunday’s 
bronze medal was by 
far his greatest 
achievement. 


Humble 
athlete a 
role model to 
young people

THE expenses at the Harlow 
Star might not quite have 
stretched to me covering the 
exploits of Harlow's Andrew 
Osagie live in Istanbul, but I'm 
sure I was one of thousands of 
proud town residents glowing 
with pride as the 800m runner 
claimed his bronze medal on 
Sunday. 

Watching the World Indoor 
Athletics Championships on 
Channel 4 with my nine-year-old 
son Josh and his cousin Harrison, 
I can't tell you the excitement - 
and noise - in my house as the 
thrilling story unfolded. 

It looked as though Osagie was 
going to finish last at one stage, 
but he timed his run to 
perfection to snatch the bronze 
from the highly-rated Pole Adam 
Kszczot. 

There was pandemonium as we 
all jumped up and down as Osagie 
breezed past Kszczot and 
crossed the line in third. 

This from a runner who was not 
even expected to make the final! 
Having covered Osagie's exploits 
for this newspaper since he was 
a teenager, it's a great feeling to 
see such a talented but humble 
man triumph despite the 
adversity of the injuries he has 
picked up over the last few 
years. 

Osagie, who is also a second dan 
black belt holder in karate, is an 
example to everyone in life - 
certainly sports men and women. 
He has never given up and 
refused to be down despite 
missing big events through 
injury. 

Born in 1988 to a Nigerian father 
and English mother, he is a 
perfect role model for young 
people. 

From his early years competing 
for Harlow Athletic Club and 
training at the old Sportcentre 
track in Hammarskjold Road, he 
has shown what an amazing 
talent he is and made rapid 
progress over the last few years. 
Osagie, a former Leventhorpe 
School student, represented 
England at the 2010 
Commonwealth Games in India 
and went on to secure a semi¬ 
final place at his first ever World 
Indoor Championships in Qatar 
two years ago. 

He was fourth in the final of the 
800m at the European 
Championships in Paris last year. 
Now he can look forward to the 
European Championships in 
Helsinki, Finland which start on 
June 27. 

But his main focus will be on the 
Olympic Games in London in 
August. 

Prior to last weekend, he was 
just hoping to represent Team GB 
at the greatest show on earth. 
But the whole athletics world will 
now have woken up to the talent 
of Andrew Osagie after the 
weekend's events. 

Now he will know he is good 
enough to not only make the 
Olympic final, but bring a medal 
back to Harlow. 

All of Harlow will be rooting for 
you, Andrew. 
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THE Olympics are coming to Harlow - 
almost! 

The 2012 showpiece might be taking 
place a 20-minute train ride from 
Harlow in Stratford, but the dope¬ 
testing will actually take place at 
the GlaxoSmithKline site off Third 
Avenue on the Pinnacles estate. 

And the white water rafting 
competition will take place just a 
few short miles away from Harlow at 
Waltham Cross in August. 

The Olympic torch will even pass 
through Harlow on its way to the 
main venue in Stratford in time for 
the opening ceremony. 

Last Friday, a special seminar hosted 
by Harlow MP Robert Halfon was held 
at leisurezone to look at the impact 
the Olympics and Paralympics will 
have on the town and how it can 
boost tourism. 

Paralympic gold medallist Noel 
Thatcher MBE, Olympic shooting 
hopeful and Commonwealth Games 
medallist James Huckle and 
Paralympic athlete Anne Strike, all 
from Harlow, spoke at the seminar. 
Various organisations also revealed 
their plans and hopes for the games. 
These included Dr Steve Day, vice- 
president at GSK, Mike Jackson, 
chairman of the President's Sporting 
Club, Tim Hawkins from Stansted 
Airport - which will be the place 
where the vast majority of athletes 
and fans from overseas will land to 
attend the games - as well as 
security expert Martin Jackson, who 
gave a fascinating insight into how 
his company will prevent terrorism 
at the Olympics. 

Hearts4Harlow, a venture uniting the 
faiths operating in Harlow, also 
spoke about its plans to 
accommodate within the town many 
of the foreign people who will attend 
the showpiece. 

Essex County Council spokesman 
Jason Fergus highlighted how it was 
taking advantage of the biggest 
sporting event to hit these shores 
since the World Cup in 1966.

Strike upbeat over 
chances for GB 

PARALYMPIAN Anne Wafula Strike 
is battling hard to make the Great 
Britain team for this year's big event in 
September. 

The 42-year-old wheelchair athlete, 
of Willowfield in Harlow, is deter¬ 
mined to make the GB team. 

She said: “I’m still hoping to make 
the team. I will find out in the first 
week in July. I remember [at the 
Paralympics] in Athens it was so 
amazing. It was my first Paralympics. 

“I have been given bad names and 
been called a cripple, but this was the 
first time I could see myself not as a 
disabled person. They don’t see you as 
disabled - they see the ability in you.” 

Wafula Strike competed at the 
Paralympics in Athens in 2004, but 
missed out on the Beijing Games in 
2008. 


Catching cheats a vital role for Harlow firm 


PHARMACEUTICAL giant 
GlaxoSmithKline, based in Harlow, 
has one of the most important roles 
at this year’s Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Its state-of-the-art site off Third 
Avenue will be making sure there 
are no drugs cheat at the 2012 
showpiece in London. 

Athletes’ specimens will be whizzed 
up the Mil motorway from the 
various sites in London- or in the 
case of the White Water Rafting 
Centre possibly just up the Crooked 
Mile through Waltham Abbey up to 
the Pinnacles - as scientists from 
King’s College London carry out the 
dope testing. 



Dr Steve Day, vice-president at 
GSK, explained the importance of 
this pioneering venture at 
leisurezone on Lriday. It will be the 
very first time a private company 
has had such a role at the Olympics 


and Paralympics. 

Some 6,000 samples will be tested at 
the Harlow venue. 

“It takes skill and speed. We need to 
protect the athletes and stop drug 
taking in its tracks,” said Dr Day. 
“There will be more tests carried 
out than at any previous games. One 
hundred and fifty scientists from 
around the world will be [at GSK]. 
The Olympic committee will get the 
samples and then take action. 

“This is a hugely important activity 
and it’s taking place in Harlow. 

GSK has been in Harlow for 50 
years. All that testing is happening 
in your town. 

“When the games have finished we 


don’t want you to hear about what 
we’ve done. If you do, something has 
gone wrong with the athletes or the 
process.” 

Dr Day added: “It’s an incredible 
privilege for GSK to be involved in 
this. It’s a real honour. Harlow will 
be the place where all the sports 
testing will be done from April. Our 
mission is to make the 2012 
Olympics the cleanest Games 
possible. 

“The spotlight is going to be on this 
town as we get closer to the games. 
This stops the people that want to 
cheat - they will be caught. 

“Be proud that this is going on in 
your town. It’s hugely important.” 


Thatcher: Town's 
2012 capital gains

AWE-inspiring is the only way 
to describe the footage of Noel 
Thatcher winning one of his 
gold medals at the 
Paralympics. 

At an Olympics seminar held at 
Harlow’s leisurezone on Friday, a 
captivated audience was shown the 
exploits of the five-times 
Paralympic gold medal winning 
partially-sighted runner, before he 
spoke about how excited he is that 
the 2012 showpieces are coming to 
our doorstep. 

Harlow Athletic Club and Harlow 
Running Club member Thatcher (46) is 
now patron of the charity Vision and is 
an icon of disabled sport. 

He’s so famous and well respected he 
was actually at Buckingham Palace 
yesterday (Wednesday) when he had tea 
with Sophie, Countess of Wessex. She 
is a global ambassador for the IAPB 
(International Association for 
Preventable Blindness), which he is 
involved with. 

It is a far cry from when he was get¬ 
ting ready to compete at his first 
Paralympic Games in New York back in 
1984. 

He said: “There was no lottery fund¬ 
ing when I was training. I was self- 
funded and I got help from the 
[Harlow] community. 

“I got money from pensioners. One 
old lady even handed me a cheque for 
£20 in Harlow one day. So really, all my 
medals are Harlow’s medals.” 

Thatcher won 42 gold medals in total 
in a glittering career which saw him 
become the first Paralympian to be 
inducted into England Athletics’ Hall 
of Fame in 2009. “I have been inducted 
in the Hall of Fame. It just shows how 
much the Paralympics has changed that 
I could be inducted into the Hall of 
Fame,” he told the Star. 

“It’s a huge testament to where we 
are as a country that we have that dis¬ 
abled inclusivity.” 

Harlow could have as many as FIVE 
sportsmen and women at the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games in London. 

Andrew Osagie, who claimed a 
bronze medal in the World Indoor 
Championships in Turkey last weekend, 
has overnight become a favourite for a 
medal in the 800m at the Games.

Pitman will be hoping to quality for the 
Great Britain team. 

Marksman James Huckle will find 
out in April if he has been selected by 
Team GB. 

In the Paralympics in September, 
Harlow could also have athlete Anne 


Wafula Strike. She is battling hard to 
make the team. 

Thatcher, who won two gold medals 
at Atlanta in 1996 despite having a 
stress fracture in a leg, said: “I was 
dusting off my Great Britain tracksuit 
this morning. You have this pride. 


When I was competing at the 
Paralympics, you let the world in. You 
are part of an amazing team. 

“The feeling you get when you cross 
the line, you cannot put that feeling into 
words. Winning a gold medal, you lift 
the town and give the town that pride.” 

Thatcher knows these Games can 
have a huge impact on Harlow, particu¬ 
larly if one of our athletes win. “It gives 
an awful lot to the town and the busi¬ 
nesses in Harlow that have supported 
you. You justify their investment.” 

Thatcher finds it incredible that 
Harlow could have five athletes at the 
Games. 

“When you think we are just a small 
town in Essex? We have quite a few 
green spaces. The town was designed 
for sport. We have leisurezone - people 
who come to our town wish they had 
one of these in their town.” 

He remains hopeful that Harlow will 
have at least one medal winner but 
warned: “You are competing in your 
home nation. There is a huge expecta¬ 
tion on you.” 

Thatcher, meanwhile, will join 11 
athletes who will be attempting to 
break a world record on July 4. 

They will seek to keep running on a 
treadmill for 24 hours. This will raise 
money for, among others, the Harlow- 
based President’s Sporting Club and 
Essex Disabled Sports Foundation.

Osagie's 'shot in the arm' with World Champs medal 


GREAT Britain’s rising star Andrew 
Osagie says securing the bronze 
medal at the IAAF World Indoor 
Athletics Championships was 4 a shot 
in the heart’ let alone a shot in the 
arm for his Olympics ambitions. 

The Harlow 800m runner produced a 
magnificent performance to take third place 
in Sunday’s final in Istanbul with a time of 
1:48.92. 

Osagie, of Northbrooks, will now hope he can 
emulate the achievements of Seb Coe, Steve 
Ovett and Steve Cram by bringing home a medal 
from the London games in August. 

The Harlow Athletic Club member said: “This 
is not just a shot in the arm - this is a shot in the 
heart. It’s going to be great for London. 

“I’m so happy to get a medal, I knew that I 
could do that if I got to the final. The semi-final 


is the hardest bit, but once you get to the final 
anything can happen. 

“I stayed calm, didn’t panic and I knew that the 
race wasn’t that fast and that I had that kind of 
finish in me. I’ve always said that I’m capable if 
I could get to the final and I’ve proved it. 

“It was my first major final and now I’ve got a 
medal and it gives me huge confidence. 

“Now it’s just full steam ahead until London 
2012. It’s just the boost you need in Olympic year 
and it’s the perfect motivation." 

Great Britain’s Aviva backed team laid down a 
marker for London 2012 with their most success¬ 
ful championships ever, claiming nine medals to 
finish second in the final medal table behind the 
dominant USA. 

And Osagie believes the nearly men and 
women came of age in Istanbul. “I’m so happy. It

has been such a good day for Great Britain. 
We’ve had a great deal of success here and it’s 
because some of the lesser names have deliv¬ 
ered,” he added.
